ployed for the purpose of drawing’ half his 
wages, © When the mancy was put into her hand 
she gazed at it open-mouthed. : 

“What's this?" she at length asked. “You! 

ve piven ine too much.” = : 

“No,” said the clerk. "That's half of what 
he’s been drawing.” ’ 

Then the full force of thy absent-minded beg- 
gar’s pertidy dawned upon her, “Oh, the vil- 
lain!” she exclaimed, turning round and shak 
‘ing her fist in what she believed to be the direc: 
tion af South Africa.’ “Wait ull he comes 
back!” : : . 
* Some reservists, more absent-minded still, 
forgot to tell their wives they had’ been in the 
Army, and spent their pay themselves, In 
most of such cases the summons to rejoin came 
inthe home like a thun@grbolt.

Here is a sad 
case, Although only nineteen—and she does 
not look even that age—she hasa big bouncing 
boy. About fourteen months since she married 
without the remotestidea that she was taking 
unto herself a soldier. Her life-partner worked 
up to a few weeks ago, keeping on till 
ithe usual hour on a certain Saturday, 
Then, without any guarrel, and’ ‘without 
saying a single word as to his intention, he 
gave himself up as a deserter, and was straight- 
way drafted off to the front. He- has already 
made amends for deserting, from the Army; 
when he returns he will have to atone far de- 
serting’ his wife, : :

Africa, One day he puton his best clothes and’ 
went out, and the next she heard of hiin was 
that he had gone to uphold the honour of his 
country.”
